Members of the Pine Bluff, Arkansas, Klavern have 
been distributing handbills in the business area and resi¬ 
dential area of Pine Bluff. These handbills are signed 
"National Patriot's League". The name National Patriot's 
League is the front name used by the Pine Bluff Klavern. The 
handbills are headed "What Do You Think And What Will You Do?" 
These handbills contain approximately 15 questions, such as 
"Do you not believe that a White merchant who employs Negro 
clerks, or a cafe owner who has ever served Negro customers, 
does so only in his greed for money? Isn't he disregarding 
the best interests of his family, race and community?" The 
other questions listed on the handbill are worded so as to 
discourage white people from patronizing businesses that serve 
or employ Negroes. Approximately 2,000 of these handbills 
have been distributed within the past five days, the majority 
having been distributed on Saturday. May 25, 1963. 

A few thousand more handbills will be obtained and 
plans are to distribute them in Pine Bluff on Saturday, 

June 1, 1963. The new handbills will be similar but will be 
worded slightly differently. 

No other activity has been planned by the Pine

During the period of this raport. regular 
weekly meetings were held on Monday nights as the

The regular meeting for April 15, 1963, was 
not held and instead members attended the Pine Bluff 
City Council Meeting and at the City Council Meeting, 
three members of the Pine Bluff Klavern got up and 
publicly talked to the Council, criticizing the Negro 
sit-ins and Negro pickets in Pine Bluff and appealed to 
the City Council members to do something about stopping 
it. The Klan members appealed to the City Council to 
pass some type of ordinance to stop the Negro sit-iners and 
fine them, where they would not be taking advantage of 
the White people.

The AAK of KKK has donated money foe fees in 

the MCDONALD Hamburger Case at Pine Bluff. Arkansas, This 
refers to injunction filed by MCDONALD, Pine Bluff, Arkansas, 
against a group of Negroes who attempted to obtain service at 
McDonald's, which case will be held at Chancery Court, Pine 
Bluff, tentatively set for November 30, 1963. 

The John Birch Society Chapter in Pine Bluff continues 
to be controlled and operated by members of the AAK of KKK. 

Only John Birch Society business is taken up at the meetings. 
Members of the AAK of KKK promote the John Birch Society program 
by liaison between the two groups. As an example, the leader 
of the John Birch Society Chapter in Pine Bluff is a most 
active member of the Pine Bluff Klavern of the AAK of KKK. The 
John Birch Society Chapter has been encouraging its members to 
write Governor ORVAL E. FAUBUS and ask him not to declare a 
UN Day in Arkansas.

On April 22, 1959, a source advised that on April 21, 
1959, the AAK was formed at Pine Bluff, Arkansas, for the 
purpose of promoting white supremacy and segregation of the 
races, but violence was disavowed. Leaders of the newly 
formed organization had been the leaders of the Original 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klam (OKKKK) and the same general 
policies of the OKKKK were to be carried out by the newly 
formed organization. 



In Ma rch, 1965, another source advised that

Another source advised that the ritual of the 
OKKKK is taken from the "Kloran" of the Association of South 
Carolina Klans (ASCK). 


Concerning the ASCK the following is noted: 




A source advised on September 24, 1956, that the 
ASCK was organized in the fall of 1955 and is patterned after 
the Association of Carolina Klans (ACK). The source stated 
the ASCK is a new organization and not a re-birth of the ACK, 
although all high-ranking officials or the ASCK had been 
members of the ACK. The announced purposes of this organiza¬ 
tion are to promote white supremacy and to combat integration 
of races; however, the use of violence is disavowed. 

A source advised on September 2, 1950, that the 
ACK was composed of groups formerly members of the Association 
of Georgia Klans (AGK), and although the ACK severed all 
connections with the AGK on November 14, 1949, the ideals, 
purposes, and policies of the two organizations remained 
identical. The ACK became defunct after conviction and 
imprisonment of its highest official and other members in 
1952. t 

The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
